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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The main reason for allowance over the prior art is that the prior art fails to teach 
a solar simulation device and associated method of operation where a mirror element is 
disposed adjacent to a radiation source, said mirror receiving at least part of an ignition 
voltage used to cause the ignition of a radiation source as recited in claims 1 and 24. 

4. The claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art because the mirror element 
required in claims 1 and 24 is not analogous to the electrode elements recited in prior 
art solar simulators. Specifically, a mirror is an element which reflects sufficient 
undiffused light to form an image. While a metallic electrode in a flash lamp may, by 
virtue of being a polished metal, may reflect light, there is no recited capacity in the prior 
art for these ignition electrodes to form an image. As such the instantly claimed 
invention contains an element, namely the mirror element of claims 1 and 24, which 
performs a fundamentally different function than the prior art solar simulation means. 

5. Claims 1 and 24 are allowable, and claims 2-23 and 25-29 are allowably by virtue 
of their dependency.
